2. SUMMARY: PREMIER LI PENG SHOWN WITH QIAO SHI 
AND YAO YILIN SAID JUNE 19 THE CRACKDOWN WILL

BEEN "BROUGHT TO JUSTICE. . .AND MUST NOT ESCAPE 
PUNISHMENT." THE OFFICIAL PRESS ISSUED JUNE 20 A 
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VERY CRITICAL COMMENTARY AGAINST THE U.S. FOR 
INTERFERING IN CHINESE AFFAIRS AND SEVERELY WARNED 
THE U.S. TO CONSIDER THE RESULTS OF ITS "MISTAKEN 
BEHAVIOR". THE OFFICIAL PRESS ALSO CRITICIZED U.S. 
PRESS COVERAGE OF EVENTS AND SAID THAT THERE ARE 
LIMITS TO THE FREEDOM OF THE PRESS. WESTERN 
JOURNALISTS FROM CANADA, ABC, NBC AND CBS HAVE BEEN 
HARASSED BY THE SECURITY BUREAU, WITH A NUMBER OF 
JOURNALISTS BEING TEMPORARILY DETAINED AND THEIR 
PASSPORTS CONFISCATED, WITH THE IMPLEMENTATION OF

APPEARS THAT AT LEAST FOR THE NEXT TEN DAYS

OFFICIAL PASSPORT AND THE REMAINING TWO WERE THE ONLY 
APPLICANTS WITH THE NEW EXIT STAMP. THE PUBLIC 
SECURITY BUREAU INFORMED US THAT FOR THE FIRST TEN 
DAYS FOLLOWING IMPLEMENTATION OF THE NEW REGULATION, 
ONLY THOSE WITH A PREVIOUSLY ISSUED VISA WHO ARE 
INTENDING TO RETURN ABROAD WILL BE ABLE TO OBTAIN THE 
NEW EXIT PERMITS. PEOPLE TRAVELLING OVERSEAS FOR THE 
FIRST TIME WILL BE CONSIDERED THEREAFTER. VISA 
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APPLICANTS HAVE ALSO BEEN STOPPED AT THE BRITISH, 
CANDIAN AND AUSTRALIAN EMBASSIES.

8. IN GUANGZHOU THERE ARE NO PAP GUARDS AND OUR

9. THE JAPANESE POL/COUNS INFORMED US THAT 600-700 
JAPANESE, ALMOST EXCLUSIVELY BUSINESS PEOPLE, ARE IN

WHO WERE IN BEIJING AFTER THE EVACUATION LAST WEEK. 
BEFORE THE EVACUATION THERE WERE OVER 5,000 JAPANESE 
BUSINESS PEOPLE, STUDENTS, AND OTHER RESIDENTS IN 
BEIJING. THE JAPANESE GOVERNMENT IS STILL ADVISING 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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ITS NATIONALS AGAINST RETURNING TO BEIJING. THE
